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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Zimmerman et al. (US 6,361 ,788) teaches the 
synergistic combination of 2-methylisothiazoline-3-one and various other active biocidal substances which includes the biocides of the 
present invention. Specific examples of additional active biocidal substances are listed in columns 3 and 4 of the reference which 
includes sorbic acid, benzoic acid, 1, 2-dibromo-2,4-dicyanobutane, dimethyloldimethyl hydrantoin and 2-phenoxyethanol. Synergistic 
combination with all these bioicides are presently claimed. Since all these compounds are excellent biocides and the reference teaches 
synergistic combinations with 2-methyl-3-isothiazolone. one having skilled in the art would have been motivated at the time of Invention to 
combine different ratios of the active substances expecting greater activity because the reference teaches synergism of such 
combinations. Arguments were fully considered but are not found persuasive therefore, rejection is maintained for the same reasons as 
set forth in the previous office action. See Ex parte Quadranti, 25 USPQ2d 1071 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1992) where it was held that "Use 
of materials in combination, each of which is known to function for intended purpose, is generally held to be prima facie obvious". 
Claims 1, 3 and 7-12 are pending. No claim is allowed.
